\|pA W W are full of women," said 

M a shrewd observer in one 

of the daily prints lately. Hie state- 
meat was a broad one, but after all con- 
veys a troth of which women may per- 
haps be too prond. 

They don't frequent barrooms and 
similar resorts, to tw snre, but then one 
must rememlxur they don’t want ta 
They do go to church a good deal, but 
they take pleasure in doing it Virtue 
and vice are. after all, comparative terms, 
and the temperament of the individual 
comes in to modify most decisiona 

On one of the occasions when I helped 
to swell the congregation of women at 
church 1 heard w^t seemed to me a 
most sensible and rational theory pro- 
ponnded by the preacher. He was talk- 
ing ot the judgment, and he said that 
the Judge was not going, like an earthly 
nugistrate, to apply an iron law to every 
case alike, but to consider each culprit’s 
te m perament, opportunities and environ- 
ment. That seems to me a plan that, if 
it could be applied in mundane courts of 
so called Justice, would be productive of 
far happier results than can now be ob- 
tained. 

Hen, for instance, would not be so se- 
verely judged for frequenting barrooms 
SB women would, and a fretful, suspi- 
cious, “nagging" woman would not be 
puniHted for her flights of temper as a 
man would be for similar conduct 

Each sex has its own class of faults, 
and doubtless the temptation to those 
faults is far stronger in the class which 
has a sort of hereditary right to them 
than in any other. They differ essential- 
ly, these faults of men and women do, 
and very often they clash all the mure 
on accunnt of these differences. Man's 
wrong tendencies run into vices mure or 
leas coarse and degrading, while wom- 
an’s tend rather to foibles and faults 
more or less narrow and contemptible. 

In this matter of luirrooms, for in- 
stance, almost ever}’ man thrown into 
business and political relations with 
other men. or who mingles freely with 
other men of various classes, finds him- 
eelf very often iu\"ite<l. almor t comis-lled, 
to drink something with them, and 1 
suppose two-thirds of the men m Amer- 
ica are in the habit of doing so. Just 
why people should invite each other to 
drink as a sign of guu<l fellowship, sr 
honest intentions, or forgiveness, or 
amity, is rather a pukzle, es{ieciaily to 
the female mind. Why is the process 
of deglutition a specially social one? 
Why don’t they invite each other to 
wash their hands together, or comb 
their hair, or blow their noses — in fact, 
any of the familiar functions men p« r- 
form all the time, just as they drink 
when they are thirsty and eat when they 
are hungry? 

However, not to s|>eud time in the- 
orizing, we grant the fact that men have 
a habit of drinking together, and down 
town they resort to barrooms for that 
purpose. 1 am not wnting a teiu)*eranc« 
lecture and do not say there is any wrong 
in doing this, but I do say that drunken- 
ness IS a vice, and a very disgusting one, 
and that a habitual drunkard is not a 
6t or indeed a poeeible com{)anion for 
any woman. The vice is one natural to 
him as a man in our present condition of 
civilization, especially in great cities, and 
perhaps a perfectly just and omniscient 
judge would not condemn him for it half 
so severely as the woman does who is 
compelled to suffer from the effects of a 
vice which is no temptation to her and 
which she cannot understand. 

On the other band, the woman has her 
foibles of tem|>er, of seltishness, of jeal- 
ousy, of vanity, of precision and intol- 
erance. 

These qualities are not vices, unless 
we call jealousy one, but they are calla- 
ble of making life intolerable to any one 
compelled to associate intimately with 
tbs woman who i>ossc'sscs and develofM 
them. 

A man under certain conditions of ex- 
citement and provocation is apt to become 
coarse and brutal. He swears, be liangs 
the funiiture a>>oat, he tells bis wife site 
is a fool, or a liar, or a scold, and taunts 
her with cruel insults. He visibly, to h>T 
eyes if not to bis own, steps down from 
his position ns man and geutleiuan and 
becomes an object of scorn and loathing. ' 

Now come in her foibles to fan the 
flame bis vices have kindled hhe nses 
her nimble tongue like a lash, she mim- 
ics him, she fooAs at him, she wishes she 
had a kodak to tulk^ his picture — in fact, 
shearous(*s all that is worst in his nature 
to a condition of frenzy, and after that 
point anything is {lossible. lie may 
strike her; he may heap U]Kni her insults 
so terrible that no |iemteuce esu ever 
wash them away; he may even be so 
wrought u|ion by rage and that sense ul 
holplessuesa which ass;iila s man when a 
clever wuiiiau lets loose her tongue uiion 
him as to lay out his brute strength upon 
her and lay her dead at bis feet. Two 
men or two women rarely if ever stir 
each other to such a pitch of irrespon- 
sible wrath as an angry woman can 
drive an angry man. 

Or let od imi«ar1ially reverse the rase. 
0ns of a woman's foibles is love of ad- 
mlntion and homage. She has beanty 
and fsacinstiun of manner, and she likes 
tsaeetbsirpowerconfesseii. Her husband 
is a fealsus man and at the same time 
indifferent to those claims in hia wife 
which bs was prompt to confess before 
.thej- tmiainoJds own property. She seeks 
Hiiiuscmcrtt xmd tonaohitioTi in pnblie 



and flirts with this nr that Admirer, 

! rather pless<><l at finding that she can 
I stir h» r careless lord to frantic jealousy. 

If sl»e persi.its and from the mere love of 
I power goa«is and teases him too far, he 
I may break loose from those Isuids of 
I morality winch every decent nmn as- 
! snnies with his marriage vows and go 
' to the Istii gfuierally, revenging himself 
! npon 'lis giddy wife by flaiuiting before 
her fm-e rivals whose v* ry rivalry is a 
j degradation to her. 

Or ix rhai>" her foible is an inordinate 
precision. Her home is like a nunnery. 
Her own apartments are like thi>se of an 
old maid. She canuot have suio'iing 
anywhere in the houst> liecauss it scents 
the walls and furniture. She cannot 
have nowspajHTs or pnjier novels thrown 
about on chairs and tables, if the hus- 
band, manlike, pushes the famiture thi» 
way and that, throws o)H'n a window 
and rndcly tivisf.s the lace draiieriw like 
a rope to ios-p them out of the way, the 
precise woman r»>pLu’es everything the 
moment his hand leaves it— {lerhaps 
silently and with a long suffering air oi 
patient martyrdom, {lerhaps with a cold 
and formal re<im>st that Mr. So-and-sc 
will not turn her imrlnrs into a cancuf 
room or worse. 

The precise woman carries her preci- 
sion further than thefumitnre. Her bus- 
ban<l, coming home from his all day asso- 
ciation with iiieii. tells his wife what he 
thinks a gtHs] story or a funny jest ot 
tells what some man has told him about 
some other man. The precise woman if 
shucked. Perha|)s she ought to bt 
shocktsl; perhaps she ought to make hef 
bnsliHiid feel that be lias come home tc 
a purer and more refined atmosphere 
than he has been breathing through the 
day. bnt her foible of precision oomet I' 
to aggravate his vice of coarseness, and 
she rebukes him in a cold and bittei 
fashion that only disgusts and annoyt 
him, iiisfeud of ackriowbslging the fun 
and then gently and deftly suggesting 
that it might b;;ve liecii more delicately 
put: or I ls*‘ by a certiiin surjirised and 
pairiis] look and a softly breathed “Oh. 
Ntsir or |MTlia]is with a caress and a 
wliis|x“rcd word like "Oh. darling, don't: 
plea.se don't" — in <>ne of these ways or in 
Some siuiilar tcstiion a sweet, natural 
WdiiiHii will siHiii miikc her husltaud 
usliaiiusl of Is’iiig co.'irsi’. at least in hei 
pres •iK’e. and she will have helis-d in 
stead of hindering him 

Hut jU'-t so sure as a coarsely genial 
man marries a pnx’iso and intolerant 
woman, just so sure is she to drive him 
from home ami from her presence. He 
may not l>e<'ome nr.faitbtul, as the hns- 
liand of the dirt dis-s. but he seeks in hi> 
hours of leisure the society of other men 
or of women who, as he puts it, "don't 
care wlmt yon s.iy to them." Or ht 
lounges behind the scem-s of the theater, 
or in the stables, or at social asseniblagef 
far Ulow hi.s own level, anywhere, in 
fact, that be can feel free and uiitruiii- 
uiileil. 

1 once n'lnonstrated with a man whom 
1 hail known la-fore his inarriage as n 
very getiisl. giHnl huiiionsl tallow, with 
the cajiacity fur la’coming a really charm- 
ing liiali. 

"Why dfi yon go to such places? Don't 
yon s**e that you are letting yourwlt 
down terribly? What would your muthet 
have thongbi if stie had heard of yoni 
being there last night?*' demanded I, with 
the freeiloiii of long friendship, and he. 
with a sort ot groan, replied: 

"I know it: it's all true; yon can't tell 
me more than 1 sometimes tell myself 
But wlait i'ati 1 do? I'm a fellow tlia* 
likes a gissl jiike and a jolly langh, and 
to let loose generally when business is 
over and play liegun. But you know 
my wite— that is. yon'vs se«*n her — yon 
coublii t know unless you lived with 
her bow horribly good she is" 

••Horribly gissl!" echoisl 1. 

“Yes. jii:.t that,'' doggeilly resfiomleil 
my friend, “robe’s neat and nice, ol 
conrs**. In fact, 1 fell in love with her 
look and air like a white lily, but if I 
were going to ‘call her |*et naiu*>s, dar- 
ling.' now. I'd change White Lily into 
‘Ice Woman.' When 1 get home at 
night. 1 want to throw down my hat and 
coat, and kick off my boots, and un- 
buckle the armor I've worn all day, and 
‘lay off' generally. I want a sweet, lov- 
ing little woman to come and give me a 
kiss and say she's glad to see me and ask 
if 1 won't have something to drink— why. 
I'd lie grateful if she otfereil me a cup ol 
tea even! But. no; it's ‘Why, John, 
what a noise you make, and pray don't 
throw your hat down on that chair.

“Then if 1 try to tell her a joke, or a 
story, or something lively, she jiincher 
up her month like a visu and says 1 in 
suit her, and, oli. dear!

A similar foible to this is that of reli- 
gious iiitoleriiiice. Almost ever}' man 
wishes hu wife to have some religious 
Is-lief and prai tices. In fact. 1 think a 
good mall} men look to their wives tc 
take care of the spiritual coiicenis of tli€ 
family just as they do after the honso- 
ki-epiiig or the mending. It is a part of 
their duly to the marital firm. But a 
great many women pursue this duty un- 
til It bet-ouie.., a nni'diice. They are not 
cuiiti lit with going to church in season 
and out ot season themselves, hut they 
must drive their husbands thither at the 
point of til*' l.avoiiet — that l»ayonet »d 
their tongue, winch they know how tc 
use so fatally. 

The young man of the pntn'nt day u 
not a churchgoiiig aniiiiul as a general 
thing. He will go us a Iwchelor some- 
times on the chance of walking home b} 
the longest way with some jiretty girl. 
He will go while he is engaged bU'anse 
his fiancee wishes him to, and he will go 
when he is first iuarrie<l as a sort of ac 
knowledgment of the new duties and ols 
ligations to “forswear sack and live 
cleanly" that he ha.s taken ujH<n hiiuM-lf. 
Bnt after the first year he Is-coiues ac- 
customed to his new dignitii-a and is 
very sjA when Sunday morning comes 
round to have “a little heu<htche" or tc 
fe**l very tirnl and in neeil of s g<x>d 
. reel, or to ImiIiIIv declare that “he’d rath- 1 



rr go for • walk out of town." In fact , ' 
bs doesn't want to go to church. 

Now is the time when the wife. If sht 
herself is s churchgoer and a religioiu 
woman, has the op|M>rtunity either tc 
make or mar the happiness of her whole 
marrieil life. If she is wi.se, she neither 
argues, scolds nor sulks over her hus- 
banil's iiidevontiiess, bnt goes her way 
alone, trusting to time and taet and ofv 
portunity, one or the other of which 
will, if she is |>atient and sweet and 
wise, generally give her if not all at 
least i>art of what she desires. 

But the intolerant womani Alas, the 
father of evil must often be gay and glad 
at seeing his work ao well done with god- 
ly weAiions. Bitter tp»‘eches, direful fore- 
bodings as to his eternal doom, sneering 
noiiacceptance of excuses, a rigid and 
frozen air of pharisaio displeasure — all 
these or even half of them will soon drive 
a man who liegan by being careless and 
indifferent into Wtter and honest hatnsi 
of religion or any of its practices, and 
the vices of ribaldry and profanity and 
blasphemy may spring np a stnnly crop 
from the see<l sown by the foible of in- 
tolerance and overrighteonsness. 

Bnt not to multiply instances, it is, as 
it seems to me, a broad and general 
trut h that the vices of man and the foibles 
of woman act and react npon each other 
with terrible power, and that when one 
of a iiiarried couple finds him or herself 
confronteil by an ill quality in the other, 
which iH>ems well nigh intolerable, their 
first step should bo to keenly examine 
themselves for some vice or foible which 
ac'ts as an irritant and incentive to the 
other. The old saying that it takes two 
to make a quarrel may lie amplified to 
mean that when a marritxl couple lives 
unhappily the fault is not generally all 
on one side, aud if each party will honest- 
ly confess tins and make some conces- 
sions the breach may be healed or at 
least lesseneil. 

As a general rule, men are wanting in 
tact and adaptability, and women are 
deficient in tolerance and (latience. If 
both men and women recoguixed these 
deficiencies and tried t<» remedy them, a 
gr*'at deal of iiiatriiuonial trouble would 
lie done away with almost impercepti- 
bly, and the marriage car would run 
uixni velvet instead of cobble. 

Of coiirst* this general rule has excep- 
tions, and a gotsl many too. 

There are men so atisorlied in their 
own selfish enjoyments, so liotind in 
their own vie***, ao utterly regardless of 
the welfare of oth«T jiersons, tliat no 
aiiioiiiit of s* If sai'rifice on the |mrt of 
their wives would do anything to soften 
or elevate them. 

There are women so utterly frivolous, 
shallow and heartless that uo uiagna- 
nimity or unselfish devotion niion tlis 
fiart of a husband coubl elevate them. 

Of such I liavo nothing to say, and 
pndiably nothing bnt death or some oth- 
er w-jiaratioti will help their sad case. 
But in the majority of cases, if a man 
lias vic*-s. let the woiiinii see to it that 
her foibles do nut aggravate them, and 
vici* versa.
